TO  THE  MAYOR,  ALDERMEN  AND  COUNCILLORS 
OP  THE  BOROUGH  OF  LYMINGTON. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Annual  Report  for  the  Year  1959. 


The  Minister  of  Health  in  a  circular  dated  the 
19th  July  has  recommended  that,  in  view  of  the  need  for  strict 
economy  in  the  use  of  paper  an  interim  report  only  should  be 
made  for  the  year  1939  and  that  it  should  be  confined  to 
essential  and  urgent  matters  which  have  affected  the  public 
health  during  the  year  and  matters  arising  from  or  connected 
with  the  war.  All  records  and  statistics  for  this  year  are 
to  be  preserved  in  order  that  after  the  termination  of  the  war 
a  report  could  be  made  dealing  more  fully  with  the  period 
beginning  1939  to  the  end  of  the  last  complete  year. 

A  full  report  has  already  been  prepared  by  my 
predecessor.  Doctor  de  Mowbray,  but  in  order  to  carry  out  the 
above  directions  various  statistics  and  other  items  have  been 
deleted . 


The  general  health  of  the  district  has  been  good 
and  again  the  number  of  infectious  cases  notified  during  the 
year  was  low.  There  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria,  and  of  the 
14  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  12  were  from  a  local  boarding  school. 
Other  notified  cases  were.  Erysipelas  1;  Cerebral  Meningitis  1 
and  Pneumonia  5. 

Artificial  immunisation  against  Diphtheria  was 
again  carried  out  during  the  year,  a  total  of  179  children 
being  treated. 


•  Following  advice  of  consultants  certain  improve¬ 

ments  have  been  carried  out  at  the  Corporation  owned  w ater 
works  at  Lymington,  and  a  chlorination  plant  has  been  installed. 
Analyst’s  reports  on  samples  of  water  taken  following  the 
improvements  have  proved  satisfactory.  I  am  of  opinion  that 
the  chlorination  of  the  Town’s  water  supply  should  be  continuous. 

The  new  sewerage  scheme  is  nearing  completion,  the 
high  level  sewer  in  Milford -on -Sea  and  the  sewers  in  Lymore, 

Everton  and  Pennington  now  being  available  for  use.  There 
remains  the  low  level  sewer  at  Milford -on -Sea  and  this  is 
waiting  for  the  pumping  plant,  and  authority  has  now  been 
received  for  this  work  to  proceed. 

Under  the  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area  a  total 
of  2979  inspections  have  been  made.  91  complaints  and  nuisances 
have  been  investigated,  action  was  taken  in  60  cases  and  56  were 
remedied  up  to  31.12.39.  No  Statutory  notices  were  served  and 
only  two  Informal  Notices  were  necessary.  Seventeen  defects 
were  found  in  Factories  and  sixteen  of  these  were  remedied  by  the 
end  of  the  year. 

During  the  year  some  cases  of  whooping  cough,  german 
measles  and  impetigo  were  notified  from  thes schools ,  but  all  the 
schools  remained  open. 
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From  investigations  made  it  was  found  that 
approximately  50%  of  the  school  children  take  advantage  of  the 
Milk  Scheme. 


There  are  84  dairy  premises  in  the  district,  and 
36  defects  were  found  at  these  premises  during  the  yoar.  These 
were  dealt  with  by  informal  action. 

„  ,  .  Under  the  Food  &  Drugs  Act,  1938,  58  applications 

for  Registration  were  received  in  respect  of  premises  used  for 
he  manufacture,  sale  or  storage  of  Ice  Cream  or  used  for  the 
preparation  or  manufacture  of  sausages  or  preserved  food  for 
sale.  In  9  cases  registration  was  deferred  until  improvements 
to  the  premises  were  effected  in  order  to  bring  them  into 
compliance  with  the  Act.  6
